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Council fails to find buyer 
who will pay £2.5 million

SAVINGS and changes 
may have to be made to the 
second phase of Dorch¬ 
ester’s Charles Street rede¬ 
velopment to salvage the 
project. 

The news comes after it 
was revealed that West 
Dorset District Council 
(WDDC) has only been of¬ 
fered just over £1 million 
for its offices and associ¬ 
ated buildings - almost 
£2.5 million less than the 
minimum figure it hoped 
to achieve. 

Money from the sale of 
the building was to have 
been used towards its new 
£16m offices now nearing 
completion in Charles 
Street - and to attract new 
businesses to phase two of 
the Charles Street develop¬ 
ment. 

The low offer scuppers 
the council’s promises of 
achieving the savings it 
hoped to make and could 
leave the authority with 
two town centre offices in 
Dorchester - one of them 
empty. It could also mean 
the authority having to dip 
into its reserves to make up 
the £2m-plus shortfall. 

“Dorchester councillors 
said all along that there 
was no way that the old 


council offices were worth 
£3.5 million or anything 
like it. 

“The whole financial 
case that the district coun¬ 
cil made for moving to 
new offices was based on a 
false assumption - as we 
and local protestors said 
all along. 

“They’ve wasted £16 
million on state of the art 
new council offices and 
now they’re going to have 
to keep on spending 
money to maintain the old 
offices or allow them to 
fall into disrepair. 

“The whole thing is an 
expensive shambles,” said 
Dorchester councillor 
Andy Canning, “It’s no 
wonder so many local res¬ 
idents feel angry and frus¬ 
trated.” 

He says one option for 
Stratton House could be 
for the district council to 
enter a partnership with a 
Housing Association to 
develop the site with af¬ 
fordable housing. 

“We have a huge housing 
list in West Dorset with 
thousands of local people 
in need of a home. I be¬ 
lieve that should be one of

■ WHEN did you first discover you had a talent for 
music? 

I grew up in a family who played a lot of great music - 
Bowie, Beatles, Dylan, Fleetwood Mac. My favourite 
hangout was under the table where the vinyl was kept. 
I would spend hours gazing at album sleeves and 
strumming my dad's acoustic guitar with my ear to the 
sound hole listening. Music became a way of life at a 
very young age. I couldn't do anything else. 

■ WHAT were your early influences? 

The Beatles were major. Dylan was played by my dad at 
a very loud volume every day. Bowie's face was hung in 
a frame on the wall -1 thought he was my uncle! I also 
had a fabulous headmaster at infant school who would 
walkaround the school belting out songs. He had us all 
singing pop songs alongside hymns in assembly. 

■ WHAT music do you listen to now? 

My wife Ava plays a lot of new music all day, so she 
soundtracks our days which is great. I tend to fixate on 
an artist for a month or so. Recently its all been about 
the Maccabees and Plan B. 

■ WHAT made you host open mic nights? 

I was asked by Paul Hlndes of No.10 to run one for him 
and it grew from there. I was very lucky to meet a man 
called Hum who runs open mic nights in Exeter. The 
way he supported each and every artist made a great 
impression on me. He built a community and I followed 
his ideals. It seems to have worked. 

■ WHAT is the music scene like here in SW Dorset? 
Does it have its own identity? 

The south west has a very vibrant music scene. There is 
a lot of opportunity. Does it have its own identity? I'm 
not sure how to answer that. Every artist is unique in 
their own way. I love Hush, Peter James Millson, Lucy 
9mm and Anthony Lane. 

■ DOES the music industry today still nurture tal¬ 
ent? 

It depends on what aspect of the industry you are talk¬ 



ing about. There are labels and management compa¬ 
nies who do. I was given time and backed as an artist 
by a management team. I think it's important to know 
why you want to be in the music industry. Is it fame or 
is it expression? If the answer is expression - as it should 
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be - you just need to nurture your own talent and find 
your own voice. Then people will listen. 

■ WHAT qualities do aspiring musicians need 
today? 

My advice would be this. Melody is everything. Listen 
to as much music as possible. Write lots of songs, de¬ 
velop your own voice as an artist. Read a lot. Rehearse 
and perform live a lot. Get organised. Believe in yourself 
but be aware of your weaknesses and have the courage 
and brains to improve. 

■ IS there a musical instrument you wish you'd 
learned? 

I wish to learn the sitar and study flamenco guitar when 
I grow up. 

■ WHO would play you in the biopic movie based 
on your life? 

Robert Downey Junior. That man is one hell of an actor. 
Watch 'A guide to Recognizing Your Saints'. 

■ WHO would you most love to play at your open 
mic, living or dead? 

That is a question. I like performers who perform on the 
edge. I like passion and seeing an artist give everything 
of themselves the good and bad, the dark and light so 
for me it would be Jeff Buckley. 

■ WHAT do you want for Christmas? 

Peace on earth brother. 

■ FAVOURITE album? 

Storm in Heaven by Verve. It is their debut album and 
is the best thing I have ever heard. Stunning. 

■ FAVOURITE album cover? 

Is This It by The Strokes. 

■ IS vinyl dead? 

No way. Vinyl is THE format. There has been a massive 
resurgence in vinyl. Long may it last.

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Facelift for museum

DORCHESTER’S Keep 
Military museum is getting 
a facelift - but behind the 
scaffolding it is still very 
much business as usually. 

Bespoke scaffold had to 
be used to cover the towers 
on the 133 year old build¬ 
ing in Bridport Road. 

The work being carried 
out is to replace the mortar 
on three faces of the build¬ 
ing, for the first time since 
it was built. 

One side was completed 
5 years ago. 

The Keep was built in 
1879. It was designed to 
look like a Medieval Cas¬ 
tle and was Gatehouse for 
the Depot Barracks of the 
Dorsetshire Regiment as 
well as the County Ar¬ 
moury. 

The Depot Barracks was 
the administrative centre 
of the Dorsetshire Regi¬ 
ment and also the centre 
for recruitment and train¬ 
ing. 

Today the Keep, still 
owned by the MOD, it is 


the only Military Museum 
for the regiments of Devon 
and Dorset. 

The building houses 
thousands of original ex¬ 
hibits and is a regular port 
of call for researchers and 
genealogists. 

Because The Keep Mili¬ 
tary Museum is a Grade II 
Listed building the work 
has to be carried out using 
the exact same materials as 
the original building work 
- which will mean remov¬ 
ing and replacing tons of 
lime mortar removed over 
a 6 month period. 

The mix for the mortar is 
very specific. It has to be 
one part singleton birch 
lime putty, 1.25 parts 
Corfe Mullen sand, one 
part Morton Cullimore 
sand and 0.25 parts coal 
ash. 

Curator Colin Parr says: 
“Despite the occasional 
noise of the hammer drill 
it’s business as usual for 
us. The work is very im¬ 
portant for the integrity of 


the building. We’re very 
lucky to spend time in this 
wonderful place and we’re 


determined to look after it 
so that future generations 
can appreciate it, along 


with the splendid military 
heritage of both Dorset 
and Devon.” 


Normal opening times 
apply while the work is 
carried out.

the options the council considers but most important is 
that they give all the facts and all the options to the public 
and ask for their views.” 

Protestors are livid with the council over its handling of 
the affair and opposition councillors critical of the way 
the Tory-controlled majority has pressed ahead with the 
scheme - despite widespread public opposition. 

Independent councillor Alistair Chisholm has also ap¬ 
pealed for the council to “come clean” and tell the public 
what has happened and what the options are for the fu¬ 
ture. 

“This policy of secrecy, for which West Dorset has been 
criticised by the auditors, has got to end. 

“Local people are quite capable of looking at the facts 
and making up their own minds..if only those in power 
would give us those facts.” 

John Grantham, from the Public Holds WDDC to Ac¬ 
count protest group, has described the financial shortfall 
as “a catastrophe”. 

He said: “The monumental truth is out - Charles Street 
Dorchester Phase 2 isn’t viable in any form without 
WDDC using even more tax-payer funds. They admit 
they’re now looking for an unbelievable extra £2million, 
effectively it seems just to keep the contractors going. 

“But it’ll never just be £2 million more. WDDC’s track 
record on the project is appalling. 

“It’s a catastrophe - exceedingly painful for all, includ¬ 
ing and especially surely those who’ve bulldozed this 
white elephant project through to-date. 

Like Cllrs Chisholm and Canning he has called for the 
public to have full, proper, detailed information, and be 
able, by voting on alternatives, to express a view binding 
on WDDC. 

“There can be no ‘done deal’ led by a hand-picked Ex¬ 
ecutive from just one party. It must be done democrati¬ 
cally - this time.” 


The issue is expected to be discussed by councillors at 
an executive committee meeting of the district council 
next Tuesday, October 9th. 

West Dorset District Council Director of Resources, 
Jason Vaughan said: “The marketing of the Stratton 
House campus resulted in two bids, neither of which was 
consistent with the council’s expectations which were 
based on independent professional advice on the disposal 
value of the site. 

“Although the results of the initial tender exercise are 
not what wewould have hoped for, there are still a number 


of options to progress the disposal of the site which will 
be presented to the council’s Executive Committee next 
week. 

“More details about each of these options will be 
needed before any decisions can be made, however, 
should the council choose to sell Stratton House for a 
lesser sum, or indeed retain the site until the property 
market recovers, the project to relocate to the new, 
smaller and more efficient offices in Charles Street will 
still deliver annual savings.” 


Plans in place 
superstore to 

DEVELOPERS and the district council are hoping to 
attract Marks and Spencer to the second phase of the 
Charles Street development. 

The company, which currently trades in South Street, 
is looking at its future in the county town as the time 
approaches to re-new the lease on its building. The size 
of the site means the company has been unable to offer 
anywhere near the full range of M&S goods. 

If M&S were to move to Charles Street, together with 
the planned expansion of Waitrose to include John 
Lewis, it would give developers, Simons, a better 
chance of letting other units, allowing Phase 2 to go 
ahead. 

Other options include saving money on the Phase 2 
project by reducing costs - ideas being looked at in¬ 
clude having only one layer of underground parking, 
instead of two, which would not only save money but 


to attract big 
development 

might also save time on an archaeological dig. 

But this would mean a shortfall in car parking - pos¬ 
sibly made up by looking as introducing ramped park¬ 
ing at Fairfield, something which, it could be argued, 
would also benefit the Brewery Square development. 

Also being discussed is the idea of allowing the sec¬ 
tion of the Charles Street site earmarked for a hotel to 
be converted to housing. 

But all of these options are likely to mean re-negoti- 
ating the development brief and submitting new plan¬ 
ning applications, both of which will slow the project 
down and leave the council open to further objections 
and criticism from opponents. 

One other option being looked at is to put Phase 2 
into mothballs until the market improves and try and 
market the site again if economic conditions improve. 


Months late, but sports 
centre will be opened 

DORCHESTER'S new sports centre will officially 
open its doors on October 22nd, months later than 
planned. 

The new £8 million sports centre on Coburg Road 
will provide a six-lane swimming pool, gym and 
other facilities. 

It will be run by the Somerset-based 1610 Leisure 
Trust on behalf of West Dorset District Council. 

The new centre has been developed by West Dorset 
District Council in partnership with Dorset County 
Council and The Thomas Hardye School. 

The Duchy of Cornwall has also contributed to 
funding and the project has been supported by the 
Dorchester Swimming Bath Trustees and Sport Eng¬ 
land.

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Windfarm plans fail to 
impress locals at meet 


PLANS for what could be 
Dorset’s first industrial-scale 
windfarm near Tolpuddle have 
failed to impress local people. 

Despite the company behind the 
scheme offering £7m to the local 
community over the life of the 
project not one person spoke in 
favour of it at a public meeting in 
Puddletown. 

Residents from Tolpuddle, 
Athelhampton, Burleston, Bere 
Regis and Milborne St Andrew 
all spoke out against the 10-tur- 
bine windfarm. 

Many were worried about the 
effect on house prices, noise, and 
how it would look with each of 
the turbines towering 400 feet 
above the Dorset countryside. 

There were also concerns about 
the effect the giant turbines might 
have on horses and wildlife, and 
fears over safety because the area 
is used for night flying by the 
MoD. 

There was criticism of the com¬ 
pany’s windspeed estimates and 
of photomontages showing white 
turbines against white clouds 
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which made it difficult for those 
at the meeting to see the real ef¬ 
fect. 

Welsh company, West Coast 
Energy, want to build on farm¬ 
land North of Tolpuddle, South 
West of Milborne St Andrew and 
East of Puddletown. The site will 
be clearly visible from the main 
Dorchester-Blandford road and 
parts of the A3 5. 

The company behind the 
scheme claims that when the 
wind blows the windfarm could 
produce enough power for a third 
of all the homes in West Dorset. 
Critics points out that when the 
wind is not blowing conventional 
power stations will still be 
needed. 

Steve Salt, from West Coast En¬ 
ergy, said that Dorset councils 
had agreed that the county should 
meet at least 7.5 per cent of the 
county’s energy needs from re¬ 


newable sources by 2020, with a 
‘significant proportion’ coming 
from land-based windfarms. 

David Holman, from Tolpuddle, 
said that windspeeds for the site 
made it ‘barely suitable’ for a 
windfarm and that the only way 
around the problem was to build 
massive towers which would be 
seen for miles around. 

“It is disingenuous to say that 
this is a the perfect site...apart 
from the low windspeed some of 
the turbines are well within the 
European standard of 2km from 
properties and those at Tolpuddle 
and Burleston could be closer 
than 1km.” 

He also disputed the company’s 
claims that the windfarm would 
produce enough power for 14,000 
homes. 

He continued: “Your figures are 
utterly misleading.. .you are just 
spinning us a yam and it’s not ac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Sian Newman from Milborne St 
Andrew complained that it was 
unacceptable that the county’s re¬ 
newable energy strategy 


“dumped” the majority of wind- 
farms in West and North Dorset 
while hardly any were allocated 
elsewhere. 

She said a roman road, an an¬ 
cient hillfort and views from the 
Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty would all be affected by 
the 400-foot tall towers of the 
local proposals. 

She, and others, were also un¬ 
happy about the name Milborne 
being used to identify the wind- 
farm: “I am sure you only chose 
that name to deflect from the fact 
that it will be closer to Tolpuddle 
and Puddletown.” 

Cllr Janet Hopkin, who chairs 
the area parish council planning 
panel, said councillors would ex¬ 
amine the proposals critically 
when they were submitted: “This 
is an industrial-scale project in a 
rural area. 

“When we see something this 
size so close to our villages our 
hackled go up. 

“I can assure you we will look 
at every single word of the appli¬ 
cation when we see it.”

Doug and Jacky Johnson, who 
were asked to help judge with 
Lyn Hatch after winning the 
contest for the last three years, 
said the varied range of garden 
displays deserved ten out of ten 
for effort and dedication. 

“We were privileged to view 
some outstanding displays,” said 
Mr Johnson, from Crewkerne. 

“We both feel we were fortu¬ 
nate to win three consecutive 
years, for what we viewed we 
have got to seriously upgrade 
our garden and displays - we 
consider there was a fair number 
of serious competitors. 

“Three in particular were out¬ 
standing and all winners on 
merit.” 

The judges were taken round 
all the gardens by contest organ¬ 
iser Jane Fisher, administrator to 
head of housing services, and 
Ken Bodycombe, Magna’s com¬ 
munity development manager. 

Said Jane: “The gardens were 
the best we’ve seen in years.

A CAPACITY audience 
enjoyed the first of nine 
Community Lectures at 
the Thomas Hardye 
School last week. 

Speaker Professor Chris 
Rhodes explored what 
happens to the world 
when the oil runs out. 

His talk was so popular 
that the school had a 
waiting list of 60. 

Professor Rhodes ex¬ 
plained how oil produc¬ 
tion is now peaking and 
the remaining oil will be 
more costly and difficult 
to extract. 


He looked at each alter¬

Moore success at Manor Farm 



THE FIRST day of the Woolbridge 
Motor Club Manor Farm hill climb 
last weekend saw Charmouth 
benefit from a warm and sunny 
autumn day which was ideal for 
the drivers who could drive to the 
limit in the dry conditions . Evi¬ 
dence of this was five new class 
records during the course of the 
afternoon. 

The second day of the View 
From Newspapers sponsored 
meeting was a complete contrast. 
The rain lashed course tested the 
drivers as even with special wet 
weather tyres (only permitted in 
some classes) a number spun or 
left the track. 

The conditions were such that a 
number of drivers decided not to 
risk possible damage to their cars 
and withdrew from the event. 

Dave Sims from Newton Abbot 
mastered the conditions on both 
days in the Ralt RT33/34 single- 
seater racer that he shares with 
his father Roy. 

Four drivers broke below the 28 
second mark in the battle for 
Fastest Time of the Day with Dun¬ 
can Stewart providing the most 
effective opposition in his 1052cc 
Kawasaki powered Force HC com¬ 
pleting the Manor Farm course in 
27.51 seconds. 

The Fitzhead driver's aspirations 
of overall victory were dashed by 


Sims on his final run as he took 
the two litre Ralt to the top in 
27.14 seconds. 

With the Woolbridge Motor 
Club's Eric Moxom Trophy in his 
possession Sims could start to 
consider the possibilities of 
adding the Anniversary Trophy to 
his haul if he could repeat the feat 
the following day. 

The weather forecasters were 
correct and rain was falling before 
the start of the Sunday event and 
further rain during the morning 
practice sessions only added to 
the challenge for the drivers. 

During the first competitive 
runs Mark Mortimer made the 
running in his MallockMk17B;the 
Mudford driver stopping the 
clocks on 32.84 seconds. 

When the drivers made their 
second visit to the hill it was 
Simon Neve who took the initia¬ 
tive in his turbo-charged Mit¬ 
subishi Evo 6RS making the most 
of four wheel drive to lower the 
benchmark to 32.36. 

However, on his final climb of 
the day in slightly improved con¬ 
ditions, Dave Sims achieved the 
double when he broke 32 sec¬ 
onds, the only driver to do so, 
with an ascent of 31.97 seconds. 

Road-going Series Production 
car exponent Lee Moore was the 
first of the local drivers to have an 


impact upon the results. 

Although his rebuilt Citroen AX 
GT, following an incident at Wis- 
combe Park three weeks ago, was 
not cosmetically perfect, me¬ 
chanically everything was operat¬ 
ing well enough for the 
Axminster driver to re-write the 
record books on Saturday when 
he lowered his own record by 
over half a second to establish a 
new standard of 31.25 seconds. 

The following day Moore was 
unable to match the pace of Mini 
man David Foster and took the 
runner-up slot. 

Having recently successfully de¬ 
fended his Wiscombe Park cham¬ 
pionship title; the first in the 
history of the series to do so; 
Lyme Regis driver Craig Moore 
had his sights on the south-west 
champion's crown. 

Lying in second place before 
the weekend he knew he had to 
get the best from both himself 
and his Ford Cortina Mk2. 

The motor technician was quick 


from the first practice run, stamp¬ 
ing his authority in the over 
1600cc Rally Car category and 
eventually despatching the chal¬ 
lenge of Tim Porter (Ford Escort 
Mk2) with a class winning time of 
29.40 seconds that decimated 
Porter's class record by 44 hun¬ 
dredths of a second. 

Moore was equally dominant in 
the wet one day later, the mois¬ 
ture sodden atmosphere bearing 
the staccato notes of the Cortina's 
engine as Moore played with the 
throttle pedal testing the levels of 
adhesion and hustling his mount 
to the finish in 35.00 seconds. 

Weymouth driver Geoff Blake 
claimed a victory in the over 
1800cc division of the Modified 
Specialist Production class in the 
Westfield SEi. 

Having achieved a healthy mar¬ 
gin over his father Graham on the 
first run and taken the lead of the 
class, Geoff was seeking an im¬ 
provement on his second visit to 
the hill but was denied when a re¬ 


currence of gear selection prob¬ 
lems manifested themselves. 

Enough had been done to se¬ 
cure the win but the Westfield 
would play no further part in the 
event. 

The 1400cc-1800cc capacity 
split of the Road-going Specialist 
Production Car category saw Paul 
Sullivan claim a third place in his 
Westfield SEi whilst in the over 
1800cc division Frampton's Stew¬ 
art Green battled hard with his 
Sylva Riot against the Westfields 
of Andy Cawsey and Neal Coles. 

In the dry the Megabusa pow¬ 
ered machine of Coles led the 
way, 14 hundredths of a second 
clear of the two litre Ford Pinto 
propelled car of Cawsey with the 
Green and the 1300cc. Riot in 
third. 

The following day Coles de¬ 
cided not to endure the condi¬ 
tions and withdrew leaving 
Cawsey and Green as the leading 
duo with the Westward Ho pilot 
taking the verdict.

THE home side faced the breeze 
during the first period and had to 
soak some initial visitors' pressure. 
This they did, keeping their line in¬ 
tact and gradually working their 
way into the contest. 

They took the lead around the 
end of the first quarter when, hav¬ 
ing won good scrummage ball, 
they sent it wide across their back 
division for centre Gareth Isles to 
break a couple of tackles and crash 
over.

at 29-5 ahead. 

There then followed something 
of a silly season as far as the home 
side was concerned. They con¬ 
ceded two unconverted tries in 
the next ten minutes, one of them 
an interception. 

Although they did not in them¬ 
selves threaten the result, they cer¬ 
tainly gave the visitors cause to 
hope. Their hopes were in vain 
however for, Brian Lewendon, 


coming on as a substitute centre, 
made his presence felt by crossing 
for a try in the final few minutes. 

Sheppard, who was having a 
good day with the boot, duly con¬ 
verted to take his side to a de¬ 
served bonus point win.

Last gasp Clough seals Magpies victory

CHARLIE Clough produced an exquisite goal to seal an im¬ 
portant three points for DorchesterTown in the fifth minute 
of added time that sees them move alongside Salisbury City 
at the top of the Blue Square South. 

The central defender who joined the Magpies in the sum¬ 
mer, showed great composure when the ball dropped to 
him on the edge of the penalty to seal a victory that seemed 
unlikely as Welling United battered the home defence in the 
second half. 

The game was well into the three minutes added by ref¬ 
eree Daniel Cook, when Mark Jermyn and Nathan Walker 
were injured in a goalmouth collision with Ross Layfayette 
which required a lengthy delay whilst Walker required 
bandaging to a cut on his head. 

On resumption Dorchester were awarded a throw in close 
to the right corner flag.

When the Wings defence failed to clear Sam Malsom's nod 
down the ball reached Clough on the edge of the box, and 
he showed great composure in beating a defender before 
drilling his low left-footed shot into the bottom right corner 
beyond the despairing dive of'keeper Sam Mott. 

On chances created and possession Welling will feel ag¬ 
grieved at missing out on at least a point, but Dorchester 
once again showed the resilience that manger Phil Simpkin 
has instilled in his side.

A minute later Martin might have done better for the 
Wings when he glanced his header beyond the far upright 
following Jack Obersteller's inswinging free-kick, before 
Theo Fairweather-Johnson got on the end of Jake Gal¬ 
lagher's shot but only directed it straight at Matthews from 
six-yards.
